Parcel Post.—We deliver strawberry plants free by Parcel 
Post in the U. S. at dozen prices, if so ordered, but we have to 
take the soil from the roots to hghten the weight, thus much of 
the value of being grown in pots is lost. As we get no receipt 
from the postmaster for packages unless insured, purchasers must 
remit 5c. extra if they want insurance.

' THE SOIL AND ITS PREPARATION.—Strawberries will 
‘ grow on almost any soil, but it is all-important that it be well 
| drained, either naturally or artificially; in fact, this is true for 
| the well-being of nearly all plants, as few plants do well on soils 
' where the water does not freely pass off. 

Thorough culture requires that the soil should be first dug or 
| plowed, then spread over with at least three inches of thoroughly 
' rotted stable manure, which should be dug or plowed under, so 
| far as practicable, to mix it with the soil. If stable manure 
| cannot be had, artificial manure, such as ground bone dust, etc., 
| should be sown on the dug or plowed ground, thick enough to 
; nearly cover it, then harrowed or chopped in with a fork, so that 
} it is well mixed with the soil to at least six inches in depth. 

This, then, is the preliminary work before planting, to insure a 
crop the next season after planting—in nine or ten months. 


POT-GROWN PLANTS.—The plants must be such as are lay- 
ered in pots (see cut) page 2 and 3 and the sooner theyare planted 
out after the 25th of July, the better, although, if not then con- 
venient, they will produce a crop the next season even if planted 
as late as the middle of September; but the sooner they are 
planted the larger will be the crop. 


HOW TO PLANT.—They may be set from pot layers either in 
beds of four rows each, fifteen inches apart, and fifteen inches 
between the plants, leaving two feet between the beds for path- 
way; or be set out in rows two feet apart, the plants in the rows 
fifteen inches apart; and if the plants are properly set out (care 
being taken to firm the soil around the plant, which is best done 


by pressing the soil against each plant with the foot), not one 
plant in a thousand of Strawberry plants that have been grown 
in pots will fail to grow. 


HOW TO CULTIVATE.—For the first three or four weeks 
after planting nothing need be done except to hoe the beds, so 
that all weeds are kept down. Be careful to do this once in 
every ten days; for if the weeds once get a start, it will treble 
the labor of keeping the ground clean. In about a month after 
planting they will begin to throw out runners, all of which must 
be pinched or cut off as they appear, that by the end of the growing 
season (lst of November) each plant will have formed a com- 
plete bush one foot or more in diameter, having the necessary 
matured ‘‘ crowns’ for next June’s fruits. 


COVERING IN WINTER.—By the middle of December the 
entire beds of Strawberry plants should be covered up with salt 
meadow hay (straw, leaves or anything similar will do as well) 
to the depth of two or three inches, entirely covering up the 
plants and soil, so that nothing is seen but the hay. By April, 
the plants so protected will show indications of growth, when 
the hay around each plant is pushed a little aside, to assist 
it in getting through the covering, so that by May the fully 
developed plant shows on the clean surface of the hay. This 
‘“ mulching ’’ as it is called, is indispensable to the best culture, 
as it protects the plants from cold in winter, keeps the fruit 
clean, keeps the roots cool by shading them from the hot sun in 
June, and at the same time saves nearly all further labor after 
being once put on, as few weeds can push through it.

NEW BEDS EACH YEAR.—By this method we prefer to 
plant new beds every year, though, if desired, the beds once 
planted may be fruited for two or three years, as by the old 
plans; but the fruit the first season will always be the largest in 
size, if not greatest in number. Another advantage of this 
system is that, where space is limited, there is quite time enough 
to get a crop of Potatoes, Peas, Beans, Lettuce, Radishes, or, in 
fact, any summer crop off the ground first before planting the 
Strawberries, thus taking two crops from the ground in one year, 
if desired, and there is also plenty of time to crop the ground 
with Cabbage, Cauliflower, Celery, or other fall crop after the 
crop of Strawberries has been gathered.

POTTING THE PLANTS.—The plan of getting the pot layers 
of Strawberries is very simple. Just as soon as the fruit is 
gathered, if the beds are well forked up between the rows, the 
runners of young plants will begin to grow, and in two weeks 
will be fit to layerin pots. The pots, which should be from two 
to three inches in diameter, are filled with the soil in which the 
Strawberries are growing, and ‘‘ plunged ’’ or sunk to the 
level of the surface; the Strawberry layer is then laid on the pot, 
being held in place with a small stone. The stone not only 
serves to keep the plant in its place, so that its roots will 
strike into the pot, but it also serves to mark where each 
pot is; for, being sunk to the level of the surface, rains 
wash the soil around the pots, so that they could not well 
be seen unless marked by the stone. In ten or twelve days 
after the Strawberry layers have been put down the pots 
will be filled with roots. They are then cut from the 
parent plant, placed closely together, and shaded and 
watered for a few days before being planted out. Some 
plant them out at once when taken up, but, unless the 
weather is very suitable, some loss may occur by this 
method; by the other plan, however, of hardening them for 
afew days, not one in a thousand will fail. 


ADVANTAGES OF POT-GROWN PLANTS.—By the 
usual field method of culture, it will be seen that there is a 
loss of one season in about three; for in the year of plant- 
ing no fruit, of course, is produced, and for this reason we 
incline to the belief that, if a portion were set aside to 
produce early plants, so that pot layers could be set out by 
the 25th day of July, a full crop of finest fruit could be had 
every season, and with less cost, we think; for the only 
labor after planting is to keep the ground clean and pinch 
off the runners, from July to October, with the certainty 
of getting a full crop next June, or in less than a year from 
the time of planting, while planting by ordinary layers, 
if planted in August, we have three months of fall culture, 
and six or seven months of the next summer’s culture, 
before a cropis produced. Again, if the crop is continued 
to fruit the second or third year, every one who has had 
experience with the nature of the plant, knows that the 
labor of keeping the plants free from weeds is enormous; 
while by the pot layering method of taking a fresh crop 
each year, all such labor is dispensed with. 


PERFECT vs. IMPERFECT FLOWERING STRAWBER- 
RIES. The blossoms of strawberries are either bi-sexual (perfect — 


flowering) or are destitute of stamens and are termed pistillate or 
(imperfect flowering),see 
cut. Pistillate varieties 
must have a row of a 
perfect-flowered sort, 
planted every 9 or 12 ft. 
apart among them, or, 
better yet, every third 
or fourth plant in the 
row, to pollenize their 
blossoms. When prop- 
erly fertilized the pis- 
tillate varieties are the 
most prolific.

FIELD CULTURE.—‘Strawberries for field culture are usually 
planted from the ordinary layers, either in August or September 
in the fall; or in March or April, in the spring. Mark out 
the rows three and one-half to four feet wide and set plants 
eighteen to twenty inches apart in the rows. Then if we wish to 
follow the narrow row system, we let each plant strike a few run- 
ners along the line of the row, and then, later in the season, 
keep all runners off; while if the broad matted row is wanted, all 
runners are allowed to take root, and the cultivator narrowed 
up a little at each cultivation during the latter part of the sea- 
son, till we have matted beds of plants two feet wide, with a 
walk one foot wide between them. The narrow row is the more 
profitable of these two systems; yet the matted row is the most 
adopted, as many people are of the opinion that the more plants 
the more berries. In planting, every plant should be well 
firmed, or great loss is almost certain to ensue, as the Straw- 
berry is a plant always difficult to transplant. Generally two 
or three crops are taken before the beds are plowed under; but 
the first crop given (which in the second year after planting) 
is always the best. 


TO ASCERTAIN THE NUMBER OF PLANTS RE- 


QUIRED FOR AN ACRE.—The number of plants required 
for an acre, at any given distance apart, may be ascertained. by 
dividing the number of square feet in an acre (43,560), by the 
number of square feet given to each plant, which is obtained by 
multiplying the distance between rows by the distance between 
the plants. Thus, strawberries planted three feet by one foot, 
give each plant three square feet, or 14,520 plants to the acre.

They will produce fruit at the same season as the ordinary strawberries, and keep on bearing until frost, yet to get the best 
results the blossoms should be kept cut off until August Ist, so as to conserve the energies of the plants for the fall crop. Treated in 
that way ripe fruit will be borne in about three weeks after that date and continuously until frost. One grower by that method 
gathered nearly 400 quarts from 500 plants set out in the spring; a splendid demonstration of their productive power. The quality 
is superb, the size is good, but not up to the large June berries, because of the season at which they are borne. The plants must 
not be allowed to suffer for water in the fruiting season and a mulch will be foand to be of great advantage. High cultivation is 
essential for the best results in all crops and in growing these Strawberries a little extra attention will pay well. There is no more 
trouble in growing them, than in growing the ordinary Strawberries, but they have to be attended to in proper season.

BY SOWING ADDITIONAL CROPS THIS SUMMER. 


The possibilities of your vegetable garden have not been by any means ex- 
hausted when you have raised one crop of vegetables. You can raise a host of 
good things for the table from now onwards, until frost ends garden operations. 
It is a fact, noted by a keen observer who travels much in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Massachusetts and Connecticut, that some of the thriftiest 
vegetable gardens are planted after June Ist. There is no doubt that many 
varieties of vegetables yield larger crops from summer sown seed, than from 
spring sown seed, because the weather prev ailing at the time the young plants 
attain any size is exactly suited to their requirements, and they are able to 
grow and complete their development without check. 


Keep on sowing rows of Beets until August. as they are always welcome on 
the table, and store well for winter. 


Plant Bush Beans now and at other times up to the Ist of September, and you 
will reap additional harvests of sweet, tender pods. Note the engraving below, 
showing a bountiful crop of Bush Beans. It was made from a photograph 
sent to us by a customer, who planted this his second crop on July 25th and 
made the first pickings from it on Sept. 20th. Sow Sweet Corn every two weeks 
until July 15th. There are many other varieties of sweet corn in our list classed 
as ‘‘early.’’ which mature quickly. The early part of June is the time to sow 
Cabbage seeds for plants to set out for the winter crop, or we sell plants ready for 
setting out (see page 13). Now is the best time in all the year to sow seeds of root 
crops, such as Carrot, Turnip and Ruta Baga. Sow Ruta Baga in June and 
Carrotand Turnipin July. The weather prevailing soon after the young plants 
attain their true leaves is usually favorable to them, and they grow right on 
without a check, consequently they are tender and palatable. For your health’s 
sake do not omit to put in more rows of Lettuce, indispensable and necessary 
in every home. Seeds may be sown up to Aug. 15th. Black Seeded Simpson 
and the curled varieties are the best to plant as they are great heat Tesisters. 
Don't waste any ground, but in odd corners sow Radish at any time up to 
September. Early White Summer Turnip succeeds well at this time. 


Besides those specially mentioned, there are many other seeds which may be 
sown during the summer with every assurance of reaping bountiful crops. 
These are listed in the following three pages of this catalogue. 


The varieties listed as ‘‘ early ’’ should be chosen as arule, because they mature 
more quickly than the varieties listed as “‘ late.’
